The appropriations for 1872-3 were 
made, and were by law required to be made, 
before that date. The General law made then, 
as it makes now, the State assessment the 
basis for all taxes collected under that law. 
At the same time there was in force a charter 
which limited the rates of city taxes levied 
for specific purposes. The aggregate of the 
several rates of tax for which money was 
wanted at the time for all purposes allowed 
by the charter was about 23 mills. Beyond 
that rate no tax could be levied by the City 
Government. At that time, in June, 1872, 
the State assessment of taxable property in 
this city was less than 6180, 000, 000, which, 
at 23 mills, would have yielded less than 
$2,000,000, when the amount of thé appro- 
priations made by the Council was was be- 
tween four and five millions of dollars! Un- 


ty for the city to collect four millions and a 
half of revenue under a condition of law 
which limited a levy of tax to leas than two 
millions of dollars. A special law, temporary 
m its character, was therefore a necessity. 
In 1873, the precisely same condition of 
things existing, resort was had to the Legis- 
lature by a number of cities, and Bill 300 was 
enacted. That act provided for its own sum- 
mary termination by authorizing the city at 
any time to have its taxes assessed and col- 
lected under the General law. Another rea- 
son operating at that time, why the collection 
of eity taxes ought not to be connected with 
the State tax, was the possibility of delays 
and legal objections growing out of the com- 
plications of the tax-grabbing law of 1869, 
under which taxes were diverted to pay rail- 
road debts of certain localities. The ordi- 
nances of the Common Council, approved in 
July and August, 1873, to which Mr. Aba 
refers, were proper and necessary under the 
circumstances, and such was the opinion of 
the Law Department at the time. None of 
the reasons which existed the year before, 
rendering it impossible to collect the needed 
revenue under the State assessment, had then 
been removed. There was no power in the 
city to raise more than about 63.000, 000 
revenue under the General law, when the 
actual amount of the appropriations was 
$5,600,000. Adherence to the city assess- 
ment was then an imperative legal necessity. 
At a later period, in 1873, the State Board 
of Equalization, under the State assessment 
for 1878, increased the assessment of the tax- 
able property in this city from eighty-five

It 
would have been far less trouble, and far 
more intelligent, to have obtained an amend- 
ment to the General law which would have 
admitted the city tax of 1874 to be extended 
on the State assessment, and have it collect- 
ed under the General law. 

Had this been done, the tax of 1874 would 
not now be in peril, and there would have 
been no question open as to the tax of 1875, 
To have so amended the General law would 
have practically abolished several offices 
whose maintenance, and not the publio inter- 
est, is the sole pretext why the City Govern- 
ment adheres so strenuously to Bill 300.

lees talk of lawyers; with comments, criti- 
cisms, and minor scandals from all sorts of 
people. The press was placed in a position 
where it could not ignore it, because the par- 
ties were national characters and the case 
grew to be a national affair, and it had to 
keep on reporting it against its own wishes 
and impulses. Heretofore Taz Curcaco Tars- 
unz has had to bear ita share of the nauseous 
burden; but hereafter it will exert its in- 
fluence, both by word and example, to ignore 
all future trials except to the extent that they 
bring to light new facts of interest to the 
public; but 80 far as the repetition of old 
statements, of repetitions of perjury and 
obscenity, crimination and recrimination, and 
of comments by all the scandal-mongers and 
prurient prudes of the country, is concerned, 
the columns of Tux Tano will have no 
more of it. 

The present trial has been an insult to jus- 
ticeand a mockery of the forms of law. The 
blankest contempt of court has been prac- 
ticed. The boldest perjury has been uttered. 
The jury has been in the centre of a flood of 
gossip and scandal from the outset. The 
lawyers on both sides have tried the case be- 
fore the newspaper reporters for the purpose 
of influencing the outside public, and the 
jury have sat in court like automatons. Even 
before the summing up commenced, it was 
not difficult for any observer to place his 
finger upon this juror and that juror and 
indicate with positive certainty what his ver- 
dict would be. The friends of the plaintiff 
on the one hand, and the members 
of the church over which the de- 
fendant ministers on the other, have 
been regularly organized, and marched into 
the court-room daily to overawe, intimidate, 
influence, and browbeat; to sympathize, en- 
courage, and applaud. Witnesses have been 
drilled by cunning counsel to make their de- 
livery of testimony dramatic, sentimental, 
and spectacular. Religious newspapers and 
small impecunious dailies have been subsi- 
dized as organs, and boldly criticised court 
and jury. Reams of immaterial testimony, 
having no more connection with the Brzcursr 
case than with the launching of Noan’s ark, 
have been poured into the general sewer, 
while really material testimony and im 
witnesses have been suppressed and ted 
away. These have been the characteristics 
of the first trial of the Bron case, and 
under their influences it is safe to say that 
the verdict of the jury, whether it be for or 
against Mr. Bezcusgr, will carry little weight 
with it. The case having deen tried 
for the public, and every step in it 
having been taken with the purpose to in- 
fluence the public, Mr. Bzzoner will stand 
or fall by the decision of the public, and, un- 
less a second trial shall be based upon en- 
tirely new and pertinent facts, the public will 
have no interest in it. Should such a calam- 
ity occur, therefore, it is to be hoped that the 
trial will be taken to some remote locality 
where it can never be heard from during its 
progress, and where courts pay less attention 
to technicalities and more to facts.

FUNDING THE PUBLIC DEBT. 

The United States have not been fortunate 
in the selection of thé gentlemen who have 
been at the head of the Treasury Department 
since the close of the War. We do not ques- 
tion their integrity nor their patriotism, but 
it is a matter of regret that they were not 
better fitted by education, experience, and 


| this, the Treasury during the whole five years 
has been able only to dispose of four hundred 
and twenty millions of fives and none of the 
others. The saving of interest hereafter will 
be but four million two hundred thousand 


have been surrendeted by those who have 
refused to purchase the new fives. They 
surrendered the sixes because they were 
called, and refused to take fives because they 
were subject to calis at short dates. Short 
bonds are not desirable for investments. The 
sixes were issued payable in twenty years, or 
at any time after five years at the option of 
the Government. Practically they were five- 
year bonds. The new flve per cents are re- 
deemable at the pleasure of the Government 
at any time after ten years from their date in 
1871. Even the four and a half per cents 
may be called in 1886, and the four per cents 
in 1901. The Treasury Department has per- 
sistently been forcing the five per cent short 
bonds on the market, and has never off 

the four per cent long bonds. 

The Funding bill has been in operation 
long enough to show that the great mistake 
or failure of the Funding act of 1870, which 
Tun Tarom pointed out at the time, was 
that the bonds were made with the options 
too short. The Secretary of the Treasury, at 
that date, had a vision of paying off the whole 
bonded debt of $2,000,000,000 in twenty or 
thirty years. He could not see the excessive 
torture of taxing the country annually to pur- 
chase $100,000,000 of bonds which were not 
pressing for payment. He expected to pay 
half the debt in his own term of office, and to 
see the whole paid in his lifetime. He was 
ambitious to be the grand paymaster of the 
debt, and could not see that his policy of ex- 
cessive taxation must of necessity break down 
within a short time, and that deficiency 
would take the place of surplus. 
The catastrophe overtook the country 
within three years of the passage of 
the Funding bill, and in the five years that 
have followed that bill there have been less 
than five hundred millions of the short fives 
sold. The time has come for a change in this 
law. The Government, profiting by the ex- 
perience and failure of the last five years’ 
efforts to fund the debt, might now try a 
new policy. Let the remainder of the fives 
be made payable at the pleasure of the Gov- 
ernment, say twenty-five years hence; the 
four and a half per cent bonds at forty years or 
fifty; and the four per cents seventy-five 
years or even longer; and there would be no 
difficulty in having them taken by the capital- 
ists of the world, who just now are earnestly 
seeking long and certain investments for 
capital not at present employed, and are will- 
ing to accept very low rates of interest on 
such securities. The Government can always 
buy ite bonds at the market price.

We fancy that most of our readers will 
agree with us it is time that Old Probabili- 
ties management of the weather should be 
criticised.

The 
next day Kansas City gets a dose of rain, 
hail, thunder, and lightning, and the result is, 
houses are blown down, fields and crops are 
submerged, bridges are washed away, and 
even the grasshoppers surrender to the 
forces of nature. Little creeks a few feet 
across are swollen into rushing rivers, 
which flood the lowlands and 

off every growing thing. In the early 
season, the floods came and devastated the 
South, the East, and the West, submerging 
villages in a single night, sweeping off mills 
and dams, turning thousands out of their 
homes, and paralyzing the great industries of 
the country. What the water failed to wash 
away, the great ice-gorges crushed away, and 
human effort to check their destruction was 
powerless, The tornado and the cyclone 
have added their fury to the other disturbing 
agencies. There has not been a month since 
January in which some part of the country 
has not been exposed to the wrath of the hur- 
ricane.

NEBRASKA, 

THE FRUIT-TREES DYING—SOME CURIOUS AND IN- 
STRUCTIVE EXPERIMENTS WITH ‘HOPPERS. 
Spectal Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Fats Orrz. Neb., June 19.—From Browaville, 
in Nemaba County, Neb., I traveled by buggy 28 
miles to this place, the shire-town of Richard- 
son County. Thecouniry all along the road is 
thickly settled, the farms adjoining each other, 
and the neat houses and fences and wel!-trimmed 
hedges indicating a high state of cultivation. 
In the whole distance of 28 miles I aid not see 
a single good field of corn, oats, or bar- 
fey. Beveral patches of rye were stand- 
ing, and lecked well; but, on am- 
ming the heads, I fonand every grain 
was osten ont. All the potatoes are taken, 
amd I could not see growing a vegetable of any 
kind. The country presented the same brown, 
sterile appearance as if swept by fire; and I was 
told that many of the hedges and fruit-trees 
were dying. I saw many trees with branches 
stripped bure of bark, and, in some instances, 
completely girdied. I do not think one tree in 
tem will live, and most of the hedges will bave to 
be revlanted. Nemaha, Otoe, and Richardson, 
are ibe great fruit- growing counties of Nebraska; 
and the loss of trees is a serious blow, not onty 
to the counties, but the State. It will take eight 
or ten years to replace some of the orchards in 
as good condition as they were when the grass- 
hoppers came. 

Lum told theré is a strip along the western 
border of Nemahs County that has escaped the 
*hoppera, and the crops there are very fine. Less 
than one-fourth of a crop, however, is left in 
Nemaha, and scarcely anything at all in Richard- 
son County. 

The farmers are very generally replanting, 
end there isa great demand for seed. Cornis 
scerce, and, as the farmers can only buy on 
credit, but few of the merebhants are willing to 
advance money to bring im corn, Most of the 
farmers have been trusted for two and three 
years, aud the merchauts say their capital is ex- 
Datisted, and itis impossible for them to con- 
tinue to credit. 

A New York firm is advancing considerable 
money on farmers’ votes for one, two, and three 
years. The notes draw 12 cent per annum, 
and the n charges 


notwithstanding this enormously high rate, a 
great many farmers are availing themselves of 
it as the ouly means of getting seed.
